Information Disclosure Statement

Regarding claims 21, 28 and 35, the prior art of record fails to disclose or 

specifically suggested a method of determining at the intelligent routing module, if a 
recorded audio message is received from the calling party, then sending the recorded 
audio message to a called party identification device, if no recorded audio message is 
received, determining if the directory number associates with the call matches the 
directory number associated with a pre-recorded audio message, if so, then sending the 
pre-recorded audio message to the called party identification device, if the directory 
number does not match, then causing the intelligent routing module to synthesize and 
send an audio message related to the caller identification information to the called party 
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identification device and causing in every case the called party caller identification to 
play the audio message and contemporaneously display the caller identification 
information associated with the call.
